A novel approach to giving students a better con¬ 
cept of the basics of law and order has been undertaken 
by the police departments of four Northern California 
communities. What makes the program unusual is its 
premise that teaching students “at the most impression¬ 
able age” — kindergarten through third grade — will 
make them better citizens in tomorrow’s society. 

Classes are conducted by volunteer officers from the 
Daly City, San Bruno, South San Francisco and Millbrae 
police departments. Police coloring books, a certificate 
to hang on the wall, and a demonstration of police cars 
and equipment are all part of the course taught by the 
officers. 

While discussions usually concern their umform, ]ob, 
duty and family, the policemen always try to emphasize 
the importance of safety rules and the proper respect 
for parents and teachers, community, and law and order. 

Hopefully the program will speed the day when stu¬ 
dents and police will work with each other rather than in 
conflict. It deserves local support and could well be adopted 
by other communities.

All cheese Is made from 
milk — usually cow’s milk, 
but is also made from the 
milk of sheep, goats an'd 
other animals Including 
buffalo (whoso milk is still 
used today in making moz¬ 
zarella in Italy), camels, 
asses, reindeer and yaks. 

To make cheese, some¬ 
thing must be done to the 
milk to cau.se it to .separate 
and form into curds or 
white, milky lumps of the 
con.sistency of soft custard, 
and whey, the thin, cloudy 
liquid that remains after 
the curds have been formed. 
This separation is brought 
about by adding rennet to 
the milk, or by means of a 
".starter,” which is a culture 
made of bacteria. TTie milk 
cannot absorb the rennet or 
starter, a,nd so after a mo¬ 
ment it literally goes to 
pieces. 

The milk may be heated 
before or during the time 
the starter is added. It may 
be skimmed first, and it 
may have extra cream add¬ 
ed. It may be the milk of 
one milking only, or it may 
be the morning’s milk com¬ 
bined with the milking of 
the previous evening. The 
degree to which the milk is

heated will produce distinct 
differences in the cheeses, 
as well as the way in which 
the curds are cut. They may 
be cut into pieces as small 
as sugar lumps or as largo 
as sandwich loaves, or 
"combed” into long thin 
strips with a cheese harp. 
Also the motion that is used 
in the cutting of tlie curd 
will help decide the kind 
of cheese that will result. 

After the curds are cut 
or broken up, they may be 
drained thoroughly or hard¬ 
ly at all, they may be salt¬ 
ed, a.n-d they may be pre.ss- 
ed. They may be inoculated 
or their surfaces sprayed 
with some kind of mold. 
Tliey may be put to ripen 
in a warm moist olace or 
in a cool, dry one. They may 
rest o,n mats, or in ba.skets, 
or be left in hoops or u.n- 
der weights for further 
pre.ssing. Even small varia¬ 
tions in temperature, and 
other atmospheric condi¬ 
tions in the ripening place 
will change the choose, and 
so of course will the length 
of time that it ripens. 
Whether the chec.se is 
ru'hbed with salt or washed 
in brine or .something else 
(Port wine or beer) will al¬ 
so make a difference. Even 
one small step can be 
changed and the cheese will 
be quite different from the 
one the eheesemaker may 
have started out to make. 
This is why we have so 
many different chee.ses. 

All kinds of scientific re¬ 
search is being focused up¬ 
on' cheesemaking, but they 
still do ,not under.sta.nd why 
certain things happen in 
choe.semaking; their first 
concern i.s to find ways to 
make it happe.n again and 
aeain. Sometimes the 
"friendly bacteria” used in 
certain kinds of cheesemak¬ 
ing refuse to cooperate, then 
the scientists go to work to 
find out why. 

When the Borde.nls Lieder- 
kranz plant was moved 
from New York to Ohio, all 
the original equipment was 
taken to the new pla.nt, as 
well as the "mother cul¬ 
ture”, and the secret formu¬ 
la. Even a small groaip of 
men who had been' making 
Liederkranz for years went 
along to assure that the 
cheese would retain its usu¬ 
al good quality. Operations 
were resumed-, everything 
done the same way — but 
the cheese was different. 
After tryi.njT again a .n d 
again they could not dupli- 
cato the Liederkranz chees¬ 
es made in the old plant. 
Finally they took some of 
the chee.se made in the old 
plant and smeared it all ov¬ 
er the new tile walls. The 
next batch of clieose came 
out perfect. No one had re¬ 
alized until then that the 
curds had been affected ju.st 
as much by the bacteria 
floating free in the air as 
by the cultures that wore 
mixed directly into them.
